The castom*hoase ofBoer 
says to the importer, " Pay the (lovorn- 
meut of the United States 47 per cent, of 
t&eir valne." "What for?" says the im- 
porter. "To protect American labor 
against the pauper labor of Europe," re- 
pUss the custom house officer. The im- 
porter pays the tax and adds it to the 
cost of KOods, and the tax is ultimately 
paid by the customer. By and by there 
comes another ship to our shores. " What 
have you got there?" is asked of the 
Captain. "Two thousand Italian imn^i- 
grsnts," be replies. ''Bring them ashore," 
says the cnstom-honse ofBeer; "right 
over here in Pennsylvania we have ten 
thousand men now on a strike because 
they can not make wages enoogh to keep 
soul and body together ; take your men 
ever there and help us protect American 
labor."
